Synopsis of —Canadian North- 
west Land’ Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchowan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, Solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Mus: reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date ol 
homestead entry ‘(including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Montreal; “April! 24.—One of the 
| frst results. of the creation ‘of the 
Natural Resources ‘Department of the 
C.P.R. is: announced today, in’ the 
adoption of .a far-reaching © scheme 
for the colonization of the company’s 
lands’ in’ ‘Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta. 

“The most. striking innovation | in 
this ‘scheme isythat.:the »Canadian 
‘Pacific: will loan. to. each ‘selected 
colonis? a sum of $2,000 for a'pcriod 
of ten. years, at 6. per ‘cent. per. 
annum, for use in the development of 
his’ farm. 

There’ are, of course, restric: ive 
conditions attached to the loans. 
but there is not the slightest doub: 
that the enterprise will be largely 
taken advantage/of, and that the 
result: will be one of the most. satis- 
factory movements ever inaugurated 
in connection with land colonization. 

The conditions drawh up are that 
applicants shall be married men ac- 
tually engaged in farming a rented 
farm. They will be required to own, 
free of encumbrance, sufficient furni- 
ture, horses, . cows, and other live 
stock to enable them to go into 
immediate occupation of their farms 
in western Canada. Thus it will be 
seen that’ the scheme has largely 
been.drawn up to meet the require- 
ments of farmers now renting land 
in the middle states of America. 

MUST SELECT OWN FARMS. 

The applicants will be required to 
have sufficient capital-to make their 
first payment of one-:enth on the 
land purchased, and to cover the 
cost of upkeep of their families for 
one year. They will also be required 
to personally visit the west and se- 
lect their own farms. 

The full amount. of the $2,000 loan 
is to be added to the purchase price 
of the farm, and repaid’ annually in 
instalments on principal and _ inter- 
est. 

The amount of the loan has to be 
expended on the following improve- 
ments : 

The erection of a house from one 
of the standard plans of houses 
erected by the company’ on_ its 
ready-made farms ; the erection of a 
barn from one of the’ standand 
plans ; the fencing of the farm; the 
provision of a well and pump; and 
th: cultivation and cropping of at 
least tena fifty acres.

The following letter was read from, 
J. Carlyle Moore : 
Gentlemen,—Complying with the re- 
quest which you made on the 23rd 
inst. at your joint meeting with the 
Couneil of the Board of Trade to W. 
A. Moore and myself, I am writing 
to confirm the proposal we made in 
regard fo industrial sites on section 
twenty-one, north of the Red Deer 
river. . 
J hand you herewith blue — print 
showing the proposed industrial site 
and transfer track connecting the 
Canadian Pacific and the Canadian 
Northern railways. I may say that 
engineers representing both the Can- 
adian Northern and ourselves have 
worked out the main engineering 
features and have concurred in’ the 
decision that the layout. is practic- 
able, ceonomical and almost ideal. 
The only material alteration from 
the plan submitsed herewith would 
be that the right of way of the trans- 
fer track would be widened to seven- 
ty feet instead of fifty feet, as shown 
at present. Such additional twenty 
feet. being added, probably, to the 
south side of the righ: of way, Our 
proposal was that the town should 
take over from us all the land re- 
quired for right-of-way of the main 
fa| line of the Canadian Northern rail- 
way! through section twenty-one, 
north of the river, and for the trans- 
fer track and for the main switches, 
the latter being a strip fourteen feet 
wide adjoining the westerly limit 
of the right of way of the main line 
of the Canadian Northern, and ex- 
tending suflicient distance to serve 
the property indicated as industrial 
site on the plan; and in addition all 
the land shown as industrial site ;

Councillor Botterill said no matter 
how anxious we might be to give an 
answer by the 26th, this Council 
could not do anything in the matter 
so soon. 

The Mayor hesitatcd about accept- 
ing the proposition.

The desire of the Moores was that 
if it was the desire of the Counci 
to negotiate, they would not develop 
their own plans, but if the Council 
turned the proposition down flat, 
-hey would go on with the exprop- 
riation proceedings with the C. N. R. 
themselves, and then the two propo- 
sitions of the C.N.R. and industrial 
sitcs would be separated. 

Councillor Byers desired to know 
how valuable this property was to 


the town. He didn’t. think it would 
be worth much unless it came into 
the town. 


The Mayor said the Town would 
give the Moore proposition as much 
consideration as any other industrial 
site in Red Deer, but they could do 
nothing until they had more time 
to look into the question. 

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The Commissioners Hrought in 'the 
following report :

We have also had 
the brush cut out on the road south 
from the top of the hospital hill. 

On the advice of Dr. Collison, 
Medical Health Officer, we had al! 
utensils, bedding, etc., boxed up and 


removed from the smallpox pest 
house and the buildings burnt. 
On the 15th inst. we opened che 


‘tenders for the $17,423,91 Local Im- 
provemcnt Debentures. Mr. Hacking, 
manager of the Merchants Bank, was 
present. The tenders were as_ fol- 
lows : Wood Gundy & Co., $18,650 ; 


Curran, Laird & Curran, $18,590 ; 
Brent, Noxon & Co., $18,411; C. H. 
Burgess & Co., $18,364; National 


Finance Co., $18,338 ; Dominion Sec- 
urities, $18,355 ; Ontario Securities, 
$18,127; Gio. A. Stimson & Co., 
$17,900. We awarded the debentures 
to Wood, Gundy & Co., their tender 
being. the highest. The declarations, 
by-laws, ete., have been sent to them 
and we hope to have the deal com- 
pleted in a short time. 

On the 18th inst. we purchased for 
the town the S.W. } of Sec. 29-38- 
27 for a dumping ground. We were 
over five months negotiating with tho 
Dominion Government for this and 
we were able to purchase it for $20 
per acre. We wish to thank Capt. 
Cottingham for his assistance in the 
matter and also those citizens who 
refused to bid on it after learning 
that the Town wished to obtain it. 
We submit herewith a by-law author- 
izing the purchase. It will not. be 
necessary to submit a moncy by-law 
to the ratepayers as the payments 
are spread over ten years at 5 per 
cent. interest. The annual payment 
can be made on the agreement for 
sale instead of on a debenture. 

The Professional Baseball Club 
have requested the town to build 
them a grandstand and grant them 
permission to use the grounds for 
their games. As the grandstand will 
be available for other sports we 
believe that the town should own it. 
The cost will be about $300. We 
recommend that ‘we be authorized to 
have it built at once. The question 
of the rent to be charged can be 
settled at the next mee.ing.

FARMERS FAVOR IT. 
The interior storage elevators pro- 


posal, as advogated by Mr. Maul 
tain, was .endofsed by the recent 
‘convention of the Saskatchewan 


Grain Growers, at which the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted : 

Resolved : That this Association 

believes that a system of storage 


‘¢levators at central points, with 
terminal facilities, would mater- 
ially assist in che marketing of 


grain. 

In thus advocating interior storage 
elevators Mr. Haultain -places him- 
self in line with not only the lead- 


Grain Growers, and his propos:l 
would, beyond question, afford a 
satisfactory solution of the existing 
difficulties. 


AN ENLIGHTENED POLICY. 


In declaring himself in favor of in- 
terior storage elevators the Conserv- 
ative leader has quite realized the 
impossibili. y of the farmers market- 
ing their crop within ‘a few months. 
The farmers themselves realize this. 
for in his annual report at the 
Regina’ Grain Growers’ Convention, 
Secretary Green said : 

‘But, gentlemen, let us ask our. 
selves a quesiion. If weall thresh 
out of the stook, and it looks as 
though we must, {f we iry to de: 
liver direct from the thresher to 

the railway, how can we avoid. a 

blockade? Threshing is not com 

pleted; let alone’ the hauling out of 
“the grain. Fort William, Hudsor 
: Bay, Minneapolis and Duluth, each 


away, it takes a car anywhere 
from three to five weeks to make a 
round trip. Do you think it feas 
ible for the railways to take grain 
to these points as fast as farmers 


‘ not take longer than two months. 
In fine weather we can plug the in- 
terior elevators in a week. Had 
the weather last year been normal, 
the blockade would have been more 
acute, and earlier than it was. | 
Even if the railways could provide 

the fecessary cars for the three or 
four months in which the crop would 
be moved, the grain would have to 
bear ,the cost of maintaining t1-ese 
ears ‘duri ing.the months they ‘were 
idle. The farmers. see this, ss is 
shown by Mr. Green’s remarks. 


: MARKETING GRAIN. 

Mr. Haultain’s proposal to erect 
storage elevators at different points 
in the province would also have the 
effect of enabling the farmers to 
take full advantage of the iaarket. 
But if the wheat were to be shipped 
out within a few months this could 
not ,be done. Secretary Green of the 

araln Growers’ Association s:ated 
this side of the\situation in his last 
annual report to the G.G.A. conven- 
tion when in discussing the market- 
ing of grain during a few months in 
the fall, he said :

If we could 
have vaken out all the grain now 
awaiting shipment two months 
ago, I have been told by dealers it 
would have lowered the price on 
every bushel grown in the thre@ 
western provinces. This, of ccurse,, 
may or may not be true. 

In short, it may be said that no 
proposal that has yet been advaneed 
promises to do so much to solve the 
difficulties attending the marketing 
of grain as that which relates to the 
building of interior storage eclevat- 
tors. One of i:s strong. features 
that it' is practicable ; it is some- 
thing that the government can do, 
and Mr. Haultain has, in this mat- 
ter, the hearty support of the farm- 
ing public.
